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During  the  year  under  review  Measles  showed  a  sharp  rise  in  incidence, 
and  there  was,,  a  steady  trickle  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 

The  single  case  of  acute  Polioencephalitis  was  a  sporadic  case,  the 
infection  Being  incurred  elsewhere  than  in  the  Urban  District.

Children  up  to  the  age  of  15  are  offered  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
close  co-operation  being  maintained  with  the  County  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  Infants  can  have  the  injections  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  and 
school  children  and  also  babies  are  injected,  at  the  periodic  visits  made 
to  the  local  schools.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Tuberculosis ,  Venereal  Diseases,  Paternity  and  Child  Welfare  (including 
care  of  premature  infants  and  illegitimate  children)  and  School  Medical 
Services,  -  These  are  all  Public  Health  matters  under  the  aegis  of  the 
County  Council. 
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Public  Services  continued ?- 
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Disinfestation  of  persons  and  premises  is  the  concern  of  the  Urban 
Authority,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the  disinfestation  of  premises 
by  various  fumigants  and  chemical  cleansing  agents;  and  personal  clernsing 
can  be  carried  out  by  preparations  such  as  lethonol  and  benzyl-benzoate. 
During  the  year  no  cases  of  infestation  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


(1)  The  water  supply  during  1946  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality 
and  quantity. 

(2)  During  the  year  examinations  were  made  of  water.

(3)  The  water  has  a  moderate  degree  of  hardness,  and  at  no  time  has  there 
been  evidence  of  plumbesolvent  action. 

(4)  No  complaint  was  received,  and  no  .evidence  was  found  of  pollution 
of  piped  water.  In  the  case  of  private  wells,  if  the  quality  of  the 
vmter  is  not  satisfactory  simple  sterilisation  of  the  water  by 
boiling  is  recommended  and  the  well  is  cleared  out,  or  ordered  to 
be  closed  up,  and  the  mains  supply  laid  on.
